NHEN AND WHERE TO LISTEN 


Half of DX*ing is knowing when and 
where to listen for that new country. 
One of the best ways to work “rare 
DX", without having, to fight a pile- 
up, is to check into a DX net. Gen- 
erally, one or two stateside stations 
act as net control and begin by taking 
check-ins from each call areas Usu- 
ally the check-in "list" is limited 
to not more than five (5) stations 
from each call district. After the 
stateside list has been taken, net 
control then takes check-ins from 

DX stations. To get things off-and- 
rolling, each stateside station, in 
turn, calls the DX stations of his 
choice (usually limited to two (2) 
calls). The secret here obviously, 
is to get on the list. Of course, 

a good signal to the list taker is 
helpful. The following is some of 
the active DX nets and a sample of 
the DX which checks-in:
